WASHINGTON.— In

belt arose opposition to further con- 
trol mill the lid was off in 1S37. A 
icascnably goixl crop was harvested, 
and in .spile of n caiTyovcr of 200,- 
000,000 bushels, prices remained above 
the "dollar wheat level through the 
fall nnd early winter of 1937-38. 


As talk developed of new crop con- 


trol machinery, farm delegations pour- 
ed into Washington. No wheat quotas 
for 1938, they urficd. Congress and 
the Department of Agriculture con- 
sented, although some able farmers and 
mo;;! specialists in the Department of 
Agriculture smcllcd trouble. 


No restrictions were imposed on 


plantings for the 1938 harvest. As a 
result, 79,000,000 acres were seeded 
down to wheat, enough for a "calam- 
ity crop" of a billion bushels, with 
Hood growing weather. In mid-winter, 
prices began to sag. By the time Con- j 
gross convened last January some 
farmers were jittery. By February, 
when the farm bill passed, wheat had 
scaled off to 80 cents a bushel. It was 
already too late to control the 1938 
winter wheat, planted the previous 
fall. All Congress could do was to 
promise continued benefit payments 
to induce farmers to accept some con- 
trol of the 1939 crop. 


Big Crop, Low Price 


Here is the situation. Normally the 


U. S. cats 650,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
exports another 100,000,000 and carries 
over in bins and elevators an additional 
one or 200 million. But this year a 
billion bushel crop is in sight which, 
coupled with 200,000,000 carried over 
from 1937. has at times put the market 
down as low as 70 cents a bushel, al- 
though it is higher now. 


Under strict terms of the crop con- 


trol act. wheat farmers expecting to 
.share any 
further 
federal 
benefits 


would have lo agree to cut their acre- 
age almot in half next year, from 
this year's 79 million to 4G million 
acres. Neither Congress nor htc De- 
partment wanted that job. especially 
in the present election year. 


To remove part of the sting. Con- 


gress provided just before adjourn- 
ment that the acreage should not be 
cut below Sr> million. Even with that, 
the country faces another harvest that 
may put 10 bushels of wheat in every 
pot and a slack of it in every garage 
Instead of 200,000.000 lo carry over to 
next year the country appears likely

WASHINGTON — There is such 


downright opposition among some of 
the "elder statesmen" to the adminis- 
tration's foreign policy that the at- 
tempt made lo get the senate to en- 
dorse even its criticism of civilian 
bombing was all but snowed under. 


Few in hie senate doubted that 


Chairman Pittman of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee was working 
in close cooperation with the Stale 
Department when he introduced a res- 
olution proposing U "approve of lh 
senlimenls expressed by Ihe Secretary 
of Slate" in denouncing bombing o 
civilian populalions. 


To Secretary Hull il would hav 


been valuable as lending senaloria 
weight lo his recognized efforts li 
bring aggressor nations to heel. Twc 
Senate elder statesmen, Borah of Ida 
ho and Johnson of California, oppose* 
the first draft of the resolution on two 
grounds, first, thai it endorsed a "fro- 
eign meddling" gesture of the Stale 
Department, and second, lhat il called 


1 for a senale sludy of "what aclion may 


>e taken by the congress tending 
oward the cessation of the practice of 
lombing civilian populations." 


They Condemned It 


The first draft of 150 words was 
rimmed to 600 /words after Ihe two 
senators had a go al it in Ihe foreign 
rleailons 
commillee. 
All reference 


to the Stale Deparlmenl was knocked 
oul and before debale finished even 
the 
proposed "study" of bombing 


problems was eliminated, leaving 
mere 15-word condemnation of civilian 


bombing. 


Johnson denounced 
hie proposed 


study as an effort to have flic senate 
draw conclusions about the war in the 
Orient. With lhal, he said, "we would 
be on the way to the war." 


Senator Clark 
of 
Missouri, who 


joined the two "elders" when the bill 
was debated, called it "smug hypoc- 
risy" to condemn bombing at the same 
time the country continues ot permit 
bombs, planes and war materials to be 
shipped to the "certain Oriental na- 
tions" responsible for the bombings. 


Critics argue that in th<j same hour 
he administration dials harshly with 
lictalor nalions wilh one hand it 
makes palliative gestures toward them 
A'ith the other. The State Department 
and its defenders refuse to accept any 
such interpretation of the policy and 
only recently a careful analysis by 
ikilled observers indicated the depart- 
ment's policy is designed lo "keep the 
aggressor nations guessing." 


Airing In Order 


Secretary Hull has not concealed his 


view that the United States must take 
a positive position to make its weight 
felt in international affairs. 


The Borah- Johnson camp, with em- 


phatic power in the congress, argues 
that any policy which commits the 
country to one side or another of any 
international question is a policy lead- 
ing to war. Isolation from fortign com- 
plexities is their view of the best way 
for the United States to encourage 
peace. 


One critic says the country is al- 


ready so committed to following Brit- 
ish policy that the State Department 
"bows each morning to London as de- 
voutly as the Arabs bow lo Mecca." 
Again, Secretary Hull has an answer 
for that. He asserts that coincidence 
of British 
and American policy is 


merely "parallel" action and not action 
together by agreement or compact. 


One thing increasingly evident is 


that if the European and Japanese- 
Chinese issues containue acute the 
two views will have a big airing in the 
new congress.

Salvador Bows to U. S. 
Constitution 


7EALOUSLY guarding her inde- 


pendence since she separated 


from Spain with the other coun- 
tries of Central America on Sept. 
15, 1821, Salvador holds great 
faith in the democratic form of 
government. So it now joins the 
growing list of nations issuing spe- 
cial postage stamps to mark the 
150th anniversary of one of the 
greatest experiments in democ- 
racy, the United States Constitu- 
tion. 


The 
present 
constitution of 


Salvador was promulgated AUK. 
13, 1886, and provides for three 
divisions of government. The leg- 
islative function is invested in a 
congress of a single chamber. Vot- 
ing is obligatory on every male 
citizen of 18 years or over. 
The 


president and vice president are 
elected by popular vote for four- 
year terms, and may not succeed 
themselves for the ensuing term. 
The judiciary is composed of a 
supreme court, one court of third 
instance, and several of first and 
;econd instance. Salvador is di- 
nded into H departments, presid- 
Jd over by governors appointed by 
:he president for terms of four 
fears. 


The independent history ofSal- 


>ador has been marked by a num- 
3er of revolutions and by wars
